Prepare a white sauce 
with two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
the same of flour with a pint of cream, 
seasoning to taste; cook until well 
Mended, then add the shrimp, oysters, 
two cupful* of cooked white meat of 
chicken, diced, one small can of crab 
meat, the mushrooms and green pep- 
per and one-half of a pimento, chopped 
fine.
